Thrust  into  the  upheaval  and  changt- 
of  po^t  Ci\Tj-\^ar  Period  wa?  a  grouji 
of  dynamic  blacks  with  vision  wh<i 
were  members,  of  Saint  Matthew- 
Methodist  Church.  This  group  real- 
ized that  if  blacks  were  going  to 
impro\e  their  status  and  build  mean- 
in^ul  institutions  and  lives,  thev 
would  have  to  be  prepared.  To  thi> 
end.  a  school  was  organized  in  1873. 
The  first  classes  were  held  in  the 
basement  of  Saint  Matthews 
Methodist  Church.  As  the  school 
grew,  the  founders  appealed  to  and 
received  aid  from  the  Freedman"- 
Aid  Societv  and  the  Southern  Educa- 
tion Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcrt- 
pal  Church.  The  school  was  named 
for  Lyman  Bennett,  who  gave  the 
first  ten  thousand  dollar--  for  the  con- 
struction nf  a  classroom  and  dormi- 
tory building.  Thus  began  a  great  his- 
torical adventure. 

From  1873-1926.  Bennett  College 
produced  men  and  women  who 
became  actix  e  leaders  in  all  aspects  of 
American  life.  Indeed,  two  of  the  first 
black  bishops  in  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  were  graduates  of  Ben- 
nett College. 

In  1926.  the  Woman's  Home  Society 
and  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
Methodist  Church  envisioned  a  Col- 
lege for  the  education  of  black 
women.  It  was  felt  that  black  women 
needed  a  place  where  thev  could 
obtain  an  education  geared  especial- 
ly for  WTimen  —  a  place  w here  women 
could  search  for  their  nwn  identities. 
obtain  a  good  general  education, 
realize  specific  career  goals  and 
strive  for  wholeness  in  personal 
development.  After  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  institution  a«  a  women's 
College.  Bennett  readily  achieved 
accreditation  b\  the  appropriate 
state,  regional,  and  national  accred- 
itation associations. 

In  1930.  it  graduated  its  first  four 
young  women  with  the  Bachelor  of 
.\rts  Degree.  Since  1930  Bennett  Col- 
lege has  graduated  o\er  .5.000  \oung 
women . 

The  purpose  of  Bennett  College  is  to 
maintain  distinction  as  an  institution 
of  higher  learning  by  offering  women 
an  education  conducive  to  excellence 
in  scholarly  pursuits,  preparation 
for  leadership  roles  and  life-long 
learning  in  a  contemj»orary  societ\. 
The  College  offers  selected  educa- 
tion, training  and  research  experi- 
ences appropriate  for  preparation  in 
the  arts  and  sciences,  the  profes- 
sions, and  for  pubhi  service.  Consis- 
tent H-ith  its  church-related  heritage, 
Bennett  College  nurture:,  the  devel- 
opment of  spiritual  and  moral  values 
to  undergrind  educational,  vrientific 
and  technological  endeavors.

The  1994-95  Bennett  Belie  documents  that  we  did  what  we 
do  best  -  facilitate  the  education,  achievement  and 
productivity  of  women!!  This  issue  highlights  many  of  the 
results.  As  you  review,  you  will  internalize  this 
"Phenomenal  Year  of  the  Bennett  Renaissance."  Two  of  our 
professors,  Willa  B.  Player  Distinguished  Professor  -  Linda 
Brown  and  Visiting  Professor  -  Gloria  Wade  Gayles, 
published  books  -  Crossing  the  River  Jordan,  Pushed  Back 
to  Strength:  A  Black  Woman's  Journey  Home,  which 
describe  African  American  women  cross  generationally  and 
spiritually. 
The  Women's  Leadership  Institute,  officially  organized  this  year  focuses  on  ten  major  areas  of 
women's  lives  as  they  are  presented.  We  recognized  Bennett  Women's  Leadership  through 
celebration  of  the  life  of  the  late  Sandi  Smith  '73,  Student  Government  President  (1971-1973), 
who  exemplified  leadership  by  working  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  women. 

We  were  often  lifted  in  our  spirits  by  the  Bennett  College  Choir  with  its  wonderful  Shona  Call  to 
Worship,  and  the  Bennett  Reader's  Theater  with  its  several  original  works  tailored  to  the  various 
occasions.  We  continued  to  celebrate  and  strengthen  the  Bennett  Renaissance.  We  stretched  our 
collective  chest  in  pride  at  the  accomplishments  and  achievements  of  the  students,  faculty  and 
alumnae.  The  Class  of  1998,  "swept"  in  with  an  overall  higher  level  of  achievement  among  recent 
classes,  and  the  Class  of  1995  participated  in  a  full,  last  year  at  Alma  Mater  Bennett.  Merner 
Hall  reopened  as  the  Honors  Residence  Hall,  as  the  renovation  of  the  last  Hall  -  Barge,  was 
completed.
